moves along at a pace of whirlwind velocity, wherein 
two kleptomaniacs and a corresponding number of real 
crooks tell the story. 
One of the kleptomaniacs is a 
millionaire; the other is his prospective son-in- law. 
T h e wedding day has arrived, and the house is filled 
with expensive presents, the display of which excites 
the desire of possession in the minds of the millionaire 
and his son-in-law to be. 
This obsession takes so firm 
a hold on the bridegroom that he phones for a private 
detective to come and keep him from exercising it. 
T h e detective fails to make his appearance at the ap­ 
pointed time, but a real burglar does and is imme­ 
diately accepted as the expected sleuth. 
In thus entangling the plot in his first act Carlyle 
Moore, the author, has provided himself with a story 
that is rich in complications, unusual in character ana 
so rapid in action that the untangling process carried 
throughout the second and third acts furnishes an 
unbroken web of merriment.
